FIRST RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolve to increase the Company’s share capital 
by an amount of eight hundred and forty-five thousand eight hundred 
and four Euro (EUR 845,804.00) in order to bring it from its present share 
capital of three hundred and eighty-three million seventy-nine thousand 
seven hundred and thirty Euro (EUR 383,079,730.00) up to three hundred 
and eighty-three million nine hundred and twenty-five thousand five 
hundred and thirty-four Euro (EUR 383,925,534.00), by the issue of 
eighty-four million five hundred and eighty thousand four hundred 
(84,580,400) shares, divided into (i) eight million four hundred and fifty- 
eight thousand forty (8,458,040) Class A Shares, (ii) eight million four 
hundred and fifty-eight thousand forty (8,458,040) Class B Shares, (iii) 
eight million four hundred and fifty-eight thousand forty (8,458,040) Class C 
Shares, (iv) eight million four hundred and fifty-eight thousand forty

thousand forty (8,458,040) Class E Shares, (vi) eight million four hundred

and entirely allocated to the share capital of the Company.

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolve to amend article 5.1 of the Company’s 
articles of incorporation to reflect the above share capital increase, which 
shall now be read as follows: 

+5.1 The Company's share capital is set at three hundred and 
eighty-three million nine hundred and twenty-five thousand five 
hundred and thirty-four Euro (EUR 383,925,534.00) represented by 
thirty-eight billion three hundred and ninety-two million five hundred 
and fifty-three thousand and four hundred (38,392,553,400) shares of 
one Euro cent (EUR 0.01) each, divided into (i) three billion eight hundred 
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and thirty-nine million two hundred and fifty-five thousand three hundred 
and thirty-six (3,839,255,336) ordinary shares of class A (the “Class A 
Shares”); (ii) three billion eight hundred and thirty-nine million two hundred 
and fifty-five thousand three hundred and thirty-six (3,839,255,336) 
ordinary shares of class B (the “Class B Shares”), (Hi) three billion eight 
hundred and thirty-nine million two hundred and fifty-five thousand three 
hundred and thirty-six (3,839,255,336) ordinary shares of class C (the 
“Class C Shares”), (iv) three billion eight hundred and thirty-nine million 
two hundred and fifty-five thousand three hundred and thirty-six 

(3,839,255,336) ordinary shares of class D (the “Class D Shares”), (v) 
three billion eight hundred and thirty-nine million two hundred and fifty-five 
thousand three hundred and thirty-six (3,839,255,336) ordinary shares of 
class E (the “Class E Shares"), (vi) three billion eight hundred and thirty-

seventy-six (3,839,255,376) ordinary shares of class J (the “Class J 
Shares” and all together referred to as the “Shares”, each having such 
rights and obligations as set out in these Articles. In these Articles, 
“Shareholders” means the holders at the relevant time of the Shares and 
“Shareholder” shall be construed accordingly.” 

T HIRD RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolve to insert a new article 5.8 in the 
Company’s articles of incorporation which shall be read as follows: 

“5.8 If new Shares are to be issued by the Company for cash 
consideration, the Company shall offer each Shareholder the opportunity to 
subscribe for its pro rata (by reference to the proportion that the Shares 
held by it represent of all the Shares in issue) portion of such Shares on 
the same terms, such offer to be open for acceptance for at least 10 
Business Days after it is notified by the Company to the Shareholders, 
provided that: (a) the Board may reduce such 10 Business Day period to nil 
Business Days if an opportunity to subscribe for Shares on the pro rata 
basis set out in this Article 5.8 will be given to Shareholders who did not 
subscribe for Shares as part of such accelerated issuance within 10 
Business Days of the date of such accelerated issuance; and (b) the 
provisions of this Article 5.8 may be excluded with the prior written consent 
of the Investors if the Shares to be issued pursuant to any such consent 
will have a pro rata dilutive effect on all of the Shares in issue and will be 
not be issued to any Investor or any of its Affiliates or Permitted 
Transferees." 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Shareholders resolve to insert new articles 17, 18 and 19 in the 
Company’s articles of incorporation related to the transfer of shares in the 
Company which are read as follows: 
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“17. TRANSFER OF EQUITY INTERESTS 

The transfer of Equity Interests is subject to the provisions of articles 
189 and 190 of the 1915 Law. 

17.1 General Transfer Restrictions 

(a) No Transfers of Equity Interests are permitted other than in 
accordance with (A) this article 17 or, (B) in the case of any Shareholder 
other than the Investors and their Permitted Transferees, in accordance 
with this article 17 and article 18. 

(b) Subject to compliance with their obligations under this article 1 7 
and article 18, the Investors shall be entitled to freely Transfer, directly or 
indirectly, all or a portion of their Equity Interests. 

17.2 Transfer Restrictions 

(a) No Shareholder (other than an Investor) shall, without prior 
written consent of the Investors, Transfer any Equity Interests except 
pursuant to a Permitted Transfer or in connection with a Transfer pursuant 
to article 18, in each case, in compliance with the provisions of these 
Articles. 

(b) No Transfer of any securities of any Minority Shareholder (or 
any entity which Controls any Minority Shareholder) is permitted other than 
a Transfer to Permitted Transferees. If there is a breach of this article 
17.2(b), the Investors shall be entitled (by written notice to the relevant 
Minority Shareholder) to acquire all of its Equity Interests at a price equal to 
the lower of their nominal value and their fair market value at the time of 
the breach (as determined by the Board of Managers acting reasonably), 
and the provisions of article 18.3(d) below shall apply mutatis mutandis if 
the relevant Minority Shareholder fails to make the relevant transfer of 
Equity Interests to the Investors within 5 Business Days of receipt of such 
notice. 

17.3 Other Transfer Restrictions 

(a) In addition to any other restrictions on the Transfer of Equity 
Interests contained herein, each holder agrees that in no event shall any 
Transfer of Equity Interests by any holder be made: 

1. to any person who lacks the legal right, power or capacity to 
own such Equity Interests; 

2. if such Transfer requires the registration or other qualification of 
such Equity Interests pursuant to any applicable securities laws; or 

3. if in the determination of the Investors, acting reasonably, such 
Transfer would require the prior consent of any regulatory agency and such 
prior consent has not been obtained. 

(b) No Transfer may be made or recorded in the books and 
records of the Company unless the Transferee shall deliver to the 
Company notice of such Transfer, including a fully executed copy of all 
documentation and agreements relating to the Transfer. 

18. TRANSFER PROVISIONS 

18.1 Transfer Restrictions 

None of the Shareholders other than Investors and their Permitted 
Transferees shall be entitled to Transfer Equity Interests unless (i) he has 
obtained the prior written consent of the Investors or (ii) such Transfer 
constitutes a Permitted Transfer or is made in accordance with this article 
18. Investors and their Permitted Transferees shall comply with their 
relevant obligations under this article 18 in connection with any Transfer by 
them. Any purported Transfer by a Shareholder in violation of the Articles 
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(expressly including those limitations set forth in article 17.1(b)) shall be 
null and void and the Company shall in no way give effect to any such 
impermissible Transfer. 

18.2 Tag-along Rights 

(a) Subject to article 18.2(f), no transfer of any Equity Interests (or 
any interest in any Equity Interests) may be made by the Investors if it 
would result in the transferor (together with its Affiliates and its and their 
Permitted Transferees) ceasing to Control the Company (a Proposed Tag- 
Along Transfer”) unless the Acquirer has first made a written offer in 
accordance with this article 18.2 to the Minority Shareholders to purchase 
such number of Equity Interests as is proportionate to the number of Equity 
Interests being sold by the Investors (or, at the election of the Investors, all 
of the Minority Shareholders’ Equity Interests) on no less preferential terms 
and conditions (including time of payment, representations in respect of 
title (provided they are given on a several basis) and price as to be given to 
and by the Investors. 

(b) The Investors must give written notice (a “Tag-Along Notice”) to 
the Minority Shareholders as soon as possible and at least five Business 
Days prior to signing a definitive agreement relating to the Proposed Tag- 
Along Transfer providing details of the Acquirer and its proposed price and, 
to the extent it is able, the other terms and conditions. 

(c) The written offer required to be given by the Acquirer under 
article 18.2(a) must be given not more than ten Business Days after the 
signing of the definitive agreement relating to the Proposed Tag-along 
Transfer and must be open for acceptance during the Acceptance Period. 

(d) If a Minority Shareholder wishes to accept the Acquirer’s offer 
under this article 18 it must do so by means of a written notice to the 
Investors indicating its acceptance of the offer in respect of all of the 
number of its Equity Interests specified in the written offer. If the Tag- 
Along Notice is accepted the Proposed Tag-Along Transfer shall be 
conditional upon the accepting Minority Shareholders’ sale and shall be 
completed at the same time as that sale. 

(e) If some or all of the Minority Shareholders do not accept (as set 
out in article 18.2(e)) such offer within the Acceptance Period, the 
Proposed Tag-along Transfer is permitted to be made: 

1. within 90 Business Days after the expiry of that period; 

2. so long as it takes place on terms and conditions no more 
favourable in any material respect to the Investors than those stated in the 
written offer. 

(f) The provisions of article 18.2 will not apply to any transfers of 
Equity Interests: 

1. in respect of which a Drag-Along Notice has been served; or 

2. which is a Permitted Transfer; or 

3. to a new holding company of the Company which is established 
for the purposes of planning for a reorganisation or an Exit and in which the 
share capital structure (principally the shareholdings) of the Company is 
and the rights of the parties are replicated in all material respects. 

18.3 Drag-along Obligations 

(a) If the Investors agree terms for a Proposed Drag-Along Sale 
with a Purchaser then, on receipt of written notification from the Investors 
(the “Drag-Along Notice”), all the Minority Shareholders are bound to 
transfer to the Purchaser such proportion of their Equity Interests as equals 
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the proportion which the number of Equity Interests being transferred by 
the Investors bears to the total number of Equity Interests held by the 
Investors prior to such transfer (or, at the election of the Investors, all of 
their Equity Interests), on the same terms as agreed by the Investors. 

(b) Each Minority Shareholder shall transfer the legal and 
beneficial title to its dragged Equity Interests to the Purchaser on the terms 
of this article 18.3, by delivering to the Company on or before the date of 
the completion of the Proposed Drag-Along Sale: 

1. if a certificate has been issued for the Equity Interests of the 
Minority Shareholders, the relevant certificates (or an indemnity in respect 
thereof in a form satisfactory to the Manager); and 

2. a duly executed sale agreement in a form agreed by the 
Investors under which the Minority Shareholders will provide 
representations and warranties with respect to its title to, and ownership of, 
the relevant Equity Interests and will transfer on the date of the completion 
of the Proposed Drag-Along Sale, the legal and beneficial title to the Equity 
Interests to the Purchaser free from all Encumbrances. 

(c) The Drag-Along Notice must set out the number of 
Equity Interests proposed to be transferred, the name and address of the 
proposed Purchaser, the proposed amount and form of consideration and 
any other terms and conditions of payment offered for the Equity Interests. 
The Drag-Along Notice must specify a date, time and place for the Minority 
Shareholders to execute transfers and pre-emption waivers in respect of 
their Equity Interests, being a date which is not less than five Business 
Days after the date of the Drag-Along Notice (and not earlier than the 
transfers by the Investors). The Drag-Along Notice may be expressed to 
be conditional upon completion of the sale by the Investors. A Drag-Along 
Notice shall be valid fora period of 12 months from the date of issue. 

(d) If a Minority Shareholder does not, prior to the date 
specified in the Drag-Along Notice, execute transfers and pre-emption 
waivers in respect of his Equity Interests (the “ Defaulting Shareholder”), 
then each member of the Board of Managers is authorised to execute, 
complete and deliver as agent for and on behalf of that Minority 
Shareholder each of the documents referred to in this article 18.3 and on 
the same terms as those accepted by the Investors and, against receipt by 
the Company of the consideration payable for the relevant Equity Interests 
to be held on trust for the relevant Minority Shareholder. After the 
Purchaser or its nominee has been registered as the holder the validity of 
such proceedings may not be questioned by any person. The Company 
will deliver the consideration payable for each Minority Shareholder’s 
Equity Interests held on trust in accordance with this clause (d) for to that 
Minority Shareholder as soon as practicable following registration of the 
Purchaser as the holder of the Equity Interests or (if certificates have been 
issued) the delivery to the Company by that Minority Shareholder of his 
original certificate in respect of such Equity Interests or an indemnity for a 
lost certificate in a form reasonably acceptable to the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Shareholders acknowledge and agree that the authority 
conferred under this article 18.3 is necessary as security for the 
performance by the Minority Shareholders of their obligations under these 
Articles. 
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19. RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS AND CAPITAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS 

The Company shall not (i) enter into any transaction with any Affiliate
